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25 drain 
covers 
stolen in 
a month 

METAL thieves have been 
condemned after it emerged 
a total of 25 drain covers 
were stolen in Tipton last 
month. 

Sandwell Council now 
faces a bill of £10,000 to 
replace them. 

The covers were taken 
from roads including Cup- 
fields Avenue and Factory 
Road. 

In recent months dozens 
of metal drain covers have 
been stolen in the town 
prompting council chiefs to 
look at plans to replace them 
with plastic covers. 

It costs the council £400 to 
replace each stolen metal 
drain cover and frame. 

The council has already 
placed an order for 2,000 
plastic drain covers costing 
£ 100 , 000 . 

If every cover were 
replaced, the cost would hit 
£2.2 million. 

But bosses want to replace 
the ones stolen and to have 
some in reserve. 

Sandwell’s safety boss, 
Councillor Derek Rowley, 
condemned the thefts. 

He said: “It presents a 
danger to the elderly and 
young and people travelling 
in vehicles.” 

Metal theft has hit the 
borough to such a degree 
that late last year more than 
40 covers were stolen from 
parts of Tipton in one fort¬ 
night alone. 

Firm fined 
after fall 

A WEST BROMWICH con¬ 
struction firm has been 
fined £10,000 after a scaf- 
folder suffered multiple 
injuries when he fell 23 feet. 

Gary Hampton, 28, from 
Fred Lewis Scaffold 
Company Ltd was badly 
injured when he fell through 
a fragile roof. 

The company, in Birming¬ 
ham Road, pleaded guilty to 
breaching Section 2(1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work 
Act 1974. 

The firm must also pay 
£19,000 costs. 


FEARS Of HUNTING 
AT NATURE RESERVE

BRUTAL hunters are believed to be 
using Staffordshire bull terrier-type 
dogs to target wildlife at a Great Barr 
beauty spot. 

At least six ducks have gone missing from the 
Queslett nature reserve in the past three months. 

Witnesses have reported seeing bull terrier-type dogs 
being brought to the park late at night in cages and men in 
waders holding snares. And a swan is being treated at a 
sanctuary for what are 
understood to be bite 
wounds. 

The matter has been 
reported to the police. 

Keith Linnecor, of the 
Friends of Queslett nature 
reserve, said: “Something 
serious is going on, and it 
would appear it’s hunting. 

“People have been saying 
the number of ducks is going 
down and you have to ask 
what are men in waders 
doing - because they are cer¬ 
tainly not park wardens. 

“I have had several 
reports, including reports of 
a group of men around a van 
with caged dogs in it. 

Dogbaiting 

“Whether they are 
hunting for food, or they get 
a buzz from setting a pack of 
dogs on ducks, we don’t 
know. Whatever is going on, 
we want it stopped.” 

Mr Linnecor said there 
had been problems with 
dogs being used to hunt 
ducks in the park a couple of 
years ago, and with dog 
baiting. 

A statement from West 
Midlands Police said: “We 
have been made aware of 
concerns in Queslett nature 
reserve. We would urge 
anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to contact us.”

Misery of 
M5 delays 
is on way 

DELAYS could hit drivers 
on the M5 for up to 10 weeks 
as a £2.1 million scheme to 
replace drainage begins. 

From Monday, the High¬ 
ways Agency will start 
£2.1m of work to replace 
drainage on the 1.7-mile car¬ 
riageway from the M5 junc¬ 
tion 1 for West Bromwich to 
the M6 junction 8 for 
Wednesbury. It is one of the 
busiest roads in the West 
Midlands. 

The work will go on for 24 
hours a day. 

Speed limits of 40mph will 
be in place. 

The new drainage system 
will stop surface water col¬ 
lecting. Both north and 
southbound carriageways 
are involved. 

During the day narrow 
lanes will run in both direc¬ 
tions, and overnight lane 
closures are planned. 

There will also be occa¬ 
sional overnight closures of 
slip roads and the main car¬ 
riageway between the hours 
of 10pm-5am.

THE 100th anniversary of the First 
World War song It’s a Long Way to Tip¬ 
perary was celebrated in Oldbury - the 
home town of the man who wrote it. 

Jack Judge wrote the song for a bet. 
He won five shillings, and the song 
became one of the best-loved songs of 
the war, sung by thousands of young 
soldiers as they marched off to fight. 

Residents of the Manchester suburb 
Stalybridge claim the tune was penned 
there as the suburb’s theatre hosted its 
first performance. 


But Oldbury residents say Jack, a 
fishmonger, wrote the song at home. 

Oldbury poet and storyteller Adrian 
Johnson organised a celebration of 
Jack’s song, at the appropriately 
named Jack Judge Library, in Hale¬ 
sowen Street. 

Residents and his descendants 
belted out the song in his honour. 

Gillian Nicklin, Jack’s great- 
grandaughter, was there with her 
husband, retired engineer, John. The 
mother-of-two, a retired cook of 


Tipton, said: “Jack sounds such a char¬ 
acter. His songs put smiles on people’s 
faces and he sounds lovely.” 

Mr Nicklin added: “It’s a great 
feeling to hear the song.

Proposal 
launched 
for free 
academy 

A PLAN has been launched 
to set up a free school for up 
to 1,350 pupils in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

The Guru Nanak Academy 
could open in 2013 if an 
application to the Depart¬ 
ment of Education is suc¬ 
cessful. 

The plans are being sup¬ 
ported by members of the 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara, in 
High Street, as well as 
Smethwick Youth and Com¬ 
munity Centre. 

An application will be sent 
in next month under the 
Government’s Free Schools 
Programme and organisers 
expect to hear if they have 
been successful in the 
summer. 

The school would be run 
with a Sikh ethos but would 
be open to children from all 
backgrounds. 

It would cater for primary 
children with reception, 
Year 1 and Year 2 admitting 
60 pupils each. 

Up to 15 jobs would be 
created, most full-time, with 
more jobs becoming avail¬ 
able as the school expands. 

The school is expected to 
reach capacity in 2022 and 
eventually become the first 
school in the borough cater¬ 
ing for children ranging 
from four to 19. 

A steering group began 
preparing the bid after 
parents expressed concerns 
that many children were 
opting to go to schools 
outside Sandwell. 

Jobs joy at

A SCHOOL in Smethwick which is 
in line for a £9 million expansion 
needs another £24,800 from 
Sandwell Council for extra staff and 
temporary classrooms. 

Shireland Hall Primary needs to 
boost capacity because of the 
borough’s baby boom. More than 
200 places will be created and school 
bosses want to build a new base next 
to the current site in Edith Road. 


Before the current academic year 
started, the school had budgeted for 
315 pupils. By the time the academic 
year began in September, the school 
had been told to expect 358 pupils. 

Executive principal Travis 
Latham has asked for money from 
Sandwell schools’ forum to cover 
another teacher, and a learning 
support practitioner for reception, 
and cash to put towards temporary 


classrooms. The forum decides how 
to use grant money given for 
Sandwell schools. 

Councillor Bob Badham, cabinet 
member for children, said: “The 
increase in school numbers obvi¬ 
ously puts the school in difficulty.” 

The school has been remodelled 
ahead of building work. Reception 
and nursery will be moved into tem¬ 
porary accommodation for 18 


months while work takes place. 

The school roll would rise to 630, 
under the expansion plans. Space 
for the project will be created by 
demolishing part of the current 
building and developing the school 
playground. 

A two-storey, 25,000 sq ft building 
will accommodate 630 pupils, and a 
45-place nursery.

A TOTAL of 24 schools in 
Sandwell have agreed to 
spend nearly £64,000 on 
phonic products and train¬ 
ing to improve pupils’ 
reading, Department for 
Education figures show. 

Nationally, 3,211 schools 
have taken advantage of the 
Government’s match- 
funding scheme to buy the 
products. In Sandwell, of the 
89 schools eligible, 24 took 
up the offer. Match-funding 
of £31,469.50 will be pro¬ 
vided by Government to 
schools in the borough. 

Twelve schools took up 
the option of training. 
Figures for Sandwell show 
the percentage of 11-year- 
olds reaching expected levels 
of reading is 82 per cent, 
compared to the national 
average of 84 per cent. 

The products include 
teaching resources like 
books, software and games. 

Councillor Ray Nock, who 
works at Sandwell College, 
said the take-up was low for 
a product with a “proven 
record”. 

The scheme was launched 
last year. Any state-funded 
school with Key Stage 1 
pupils can claim up to £3,000 
to buy the products and 
training until March 2013.

ikea’s 120ft tall sign is turned 


A LARGE advertising hoarding to promote 
Ikea has been rejected by planning officers 
amid fears it could distract drivers on the 
M6. 

The homeware giant wants to put up a 120ft 
tall pole and sign next to its store on the 
Wednesbury and Walsall border. 

But plans for the “navigation tower” by 
the store, which has been undergoing a £6.8 
million upgrade with the creation of more 
than 30 new jobs, has been turned down by 
Walsall Council chiefs. 

The tower and sign was intendend to help 
promote the Gallagher Retail Park location 
of Ikea. 


But councillors said it would distract 
drivers travelling along the busy motorway 
stretch between Junctions 9 and 10. 

Walsall Council head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “Research by the Highways 
Agency identifies the average number of 
accidents on this stretch of the M6 is 78 per 
cent higher than the average of the motor¬ 
way network.” 

Mr Elsworthy said that the recently intro¬ 
duced active traffic management system 
along the M6 between junctions 8 to 10a, 
was an attempt to reduce congestion and 
therefore reduce congestion-related acci¬ 
dents. 


He added: “This is only effective when 
drivers pay full attention to the road ahead 
and the dynamic gantry signals. 

“Therefore it would be counter-produc¬ 
tive to introduce a further distraction into 
the field of motorists.” 

Warning 

He also said the size and design of the sign 
would be obtrusive and overly dominant on 
the skyline. 

The illuminated triangular sign on top of 
the pole would have measured 16m wide by 
4m high, and emblazoned with the name of 
Ikea.

Marsha Smith, store manager, said: “We 
are disappointed to hear that our planning 
application for a navigation tower, located 
on the corner of our car park, has not been 
successful. 

“The navigation tower was intended to 
make it easier to find the store by giving a 
sufficient warning to exit the motorway.” 

Ms Smith said the firm would have to con¬ 
sider the council’s verdict to decide if they 
would launch an appeal. 

A giant billboard was put outside Walsall 
Football Club several years ago despite 
similar concerns. 


Designer of The Public in 
fightback against critics 


THE MAN who designed the £72m 
pink and black arts centre known 
as The Public has defended it 
against its critics. 

And Will Alsop launched a stinging atack 
on the Arts Council, the centre’s main 
funder. 

The Public was criticised after it went 
through major design changes, ran millions 
of pounds over budget and opened late 
without all the attractions complete. 

Mr Alsop has pointed the finger at the 
Government-funded Arts Council which 
contributed £31.8m to the project, up from 
an original allocation of £19m. 

He said: “They are more concerned with 
balancing budgets than backing art. When 
budgets began to unravel, it was awful. It 
would be better not to have an Arts Council. 
Its budget has been cut dramatically. 

“When the Arts Council was founded, its 
members were committed to art, and it was 
funded by society for everyone’s benefit. 
That’s gone now. 

Damning 

“It would be more democratic to give tax 
breaks to big companies to fund local art 
projects and create incentives so they don’t 
all give to the same causes and the money is 
spread across the country.” 

Mr Alsop spoke as he returned to the 
venue to give a talk about architecture, enti¬ 
tled “A Box of Delights”, his pet name for 
The Public. 

He also hit back at a damning report on 
the centre last year, which dubbed the 
project “not fit for purpose”. The report 
entitled The Public: Lessons learned by Arts 
Council England, by Anthony Blackstock, 
said the Arts Council should have down- 
scaled plans as budgets spiralled. 

But Mr Alsop said: “There’s nothing 
wrong with the building. It’s a joy to be here. 
The building is unconventional and it 
attracts people into it, even if nothing is 
going on. 

“That was always the idea, to attract 
people into the gallery where they might 
stay and enjoy an exhibition.” 

He added visitor numbers had nearly 
doubled in a year - from 126,000 to 235,000. 

“It is doing exactly what it was supposed 
to do,” he said. 

Arts Council England has announced it 
will continue to invest in the New Street 
venue by pumping in £200,000 a year from

2012 until at least 2015. Council bosses 
meanwhile continue to keep the business 
case for The Public under review. 

They hope gallery chiefs can increase 
profits and reduce the £2.29m annual man¬ 
agement fee it receives from public coffers. 

External auditors KPMG warned two 
years ago that the council, which owns the 
centre, may have to consider mothballing it. 

Mr Alsop said public subsidy, in the form 
of the management fee, should not be cut. 

He said: “Galleries need cash to be able to 


plan events. Without cash confirmed, they 
are unable to plan, and lose the energy they 
need to be a success.” 

Arts Council England has praised 
Sandwell Arts Trust, which runs The 
Public, for improving the range of work on 
show. 

Mr Alsop, who began work on the project 
in 1997, revealed he never planned any 
storage in the building. 

He said the issue “simply never came up 
in meetings”, despite the project being in 


the pipeline for more than 10 years before 
its 2009 opening. 

Bosses at the New Street venue however 
say they use the mezzanine floor for storage, 
as well as space on the ground, second and 
third floors, and roof, and have not had any 
problems. 

Referring to the storage, Tom Watson, 
MP for West Bromwich East, said: “I think 
people will raise eyebrows at this comment 
but I think one thing that unites us all is we 
don’t want an extension built.”

Pub to make way for film leisure centre 


A FORMER West Bromwich pub 
which has been targeted by vandals 
has been sold for £150,000 to 
Sandwell Council, paving the way 
for a multi-million pound redevelop¬ 
ment. 

The Rising Sun on the corner of 
Barton Street and Richard Street 
South will be bulldozed by the 
authority to make way for a major 
regeneration of the area, which will 


include the town’s new £11 million 
swimming pool. The eyesore was 
once popular with West Bromwich 
Albion supporters, claiming to be 
“the best pub with Albion attitude”. 

The bar was decorated from floor 
to ceiling with Baggies memorabilia. 

The authority bought the pub in 
a deal brokered by property agents 
Bond Wolfe. 

There was talk of a major retail 


development on the site and it had 
previously received planning per¬ 
mission for housing. 

It was owned by a private investor 
and retailer. It will be bulldozed to 
make way for the council leisure 
scheme. 

Approval has already been 
granted by the council to demolish 
and clear the site. 

James Mattin, managing partner 


of Bond Wolfe, said: “This is another 
important step in the regeneration 
of West Bromwich.” 

The council has stated that it 
aims to submit a planning applica¬ 
tion by summer 2012, with building 
work starting in 2013. It is hoped 
the complex, which will include a 
25-metre, six-lane swimming pool 
and learner pool, a sports hall and a 
gym, will open in summer 2014. 


250 homes plan for 
former landfill site 


A MULTI-MILLION pound homes develop¬ 
ment is being planned to transform a 20-acre 
former landfill site in Stone Cross, West 
Bromwich. 

Developer Bloor Homes is behind the proposal for 250 
homes. It would include 10 four or five-bedroom detached 
houses, 50 four-bedroom detached houses, 65 three-bed- 
room detached houses, 65 
three-bedroom semi¬ 

detached houses, 30 three- 
bedroom terraced houses 
and 30 two-bedroom ter¬ 
raced houses. 

The properties would be 
built on land in Hall Green 
Road and Need wood Grove. 

Bloor Homes spokesman 
Martin Hughes said: “It has 
been a long-held aspiration 
of the council to achieve the 
regeneration of this site and 
it is now believed that a high 
quality residential scheme of 
around 250 new homes can 
be delivered. 

“This can be achieved by 
using modern methods to 
ensure that the site is 
cleaned to a high standard.” 

Approval 

Part of the site, known as 
T & S Elements, was a 
quarry and landfill site until 
1984. A portion was owned 
by British Industrial Plas¬ 
tics. 

The smaller portion of 
open space is owned by 
Sandwell Council. 

A planning application is 
expected to be submitted 
next month and developers 
hope to start building later 
this year, subject to consul¬ 
tation and council approval. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member 
for jobs and economy, said: 
“We would be delighted to 
see the transformation of 
such a brownfield site into 
residential development.” 

Councillor Jones added: 
“As I understand it, technol¬ 
ogy has moved on and devel¬ 
opers are now able to 
reclaim this land. If that is 
the case, the council would 
obviously support efforts to 
bring it back into use.” 


NHS patients 
are facing a 
longer wait 
for treatment 

INCREASES in NHS wait¬ 
ing times in Sandwell show 
patient care is sliding amid 
an expensive national re¬ 
structure, an MP claims. 

Figures released by the 
Department of Health show 
that waiting times in 
Sandwell PCT have 
increased over the past year. 

Referral to Treatment 
(RTT) figures show that in 
May 2010, 94.6 per cent of 
2,317 people referred were 
treated within 18 weeks. In 
November 2011 only 94 per 
cent of 2,604 people were 
treated in the same time 
period. This follows 
announcements by the 
Royal College of Nurses and 
Royal College of Midwives 
stating their opposition to 
the Government’s Health 
and Social Care Bill. 

John Spellar, Warley Mfi 
aid: “David Cameron made 
a number of promises on the 
NHS and it appears he is 
intent on breaking them all. 
Patient care is sliding and 
waiting times are going up.” 

It is anticipated the new 
Health and Social Care Bill 
will cost taxpayers £114mil- 
lion in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire. The 
changes will see the aboli¬ 
tion of all 10 strategic health 
authorities and 152 primary 
care trusts. 


Double break-in at Legion

A BRITISH LEGION club was targeted by 
thieves twice in a matter of days. 

The intruders stole metal and raffle prizes 
and caused £1,000 of damage at the club in 
High Bullen, Wednesbury. 

And members were devastated when they 
discovered a cabin storing prizes for the 
annual poppy appeal had been taken. 

Linda Yates, poppy appeal organiser, said 
in the first incident, metal from a chimney 
flue was stolen. Days later, it was found 


thieves had broken into a storage cabin on 
the grounds of the car park, ripping off a 
padlock to get in. 

“They have gone through boxes and raffle 
prizes, cuddly toys and a couple of jigsaw 
puzzles and toiletries have gone,” she said. 

Mrs Yates, who said the legion raised

Now the company has asked 
the council to renew the con¬ 
sent, but for a smaller project.

Partnerships said it hoped to 
start work in January. 

It now wants to build 20 two, 
three and four-bedroom fam¬ 
ily houses on the site, off 
Broom Road. 

Council planning bosses had 
received a number of objec¬ 
tions to the plan. 

Many of the objectors in the 
area said they would rather 
see the building being used 
for community activities, or 
to become a base for social 
enterprises. 

But despite objections, coun¬ 
cillors gave the plans the go- 
ahead.

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Council’s 
chief is 
under fire 

THE chief executive of 
Sandwell Council has been 
criticised for praising Serco, 
the private contractor which 
took over bin collections in 
2010. 

In his online blog Jan 
Britton said: “It was always 
going to take Serco some 
time to raise the standard, 
not so much for litter which 
was already under 
control...but for detritus and 
grime - the grey filth in 
gutters and gulleys, and in 
the corners where footpaths 
meet walls - basically the 
sort of stuff that should 
respond well to Serco’s move 
from a litter picking regime 
to an operation based on 
sweeping. 

“The evidence so far 
shows good progress.” 

But one response said: “I 
think you need to get out 
your office more often Jan. 
Serco is not working, there 
are more black bags on the 
streets not being picked up, 
bags that have been put out 
in areas where they don’t 
have bins such as flats above 
shops. Get a grip Serco.” 

Mr Britton said: “I’m not 
suggesting everything is 
perfect but all of the per¬ 
formance measures are 
improving. Complaint 
numbers are decreasing, 
fewer bins are missed, the 
borough is cleaner and costs 
are under control.”

Lighting plan to keep park open all year 


A PLAN has been launched to improve and 
extend the lighting at Sandwell Valley Park 
Farm at night so that its opening hours can 
be extended. 

The plans would see the attraction 
remain open throughout the winter. 

The park, off Salters Lane in West 
Bromwich, now closes in October and 
reopens in early March. 

But bosses there want to make facilities 
accessible for longer during the year and 
have applied to create 37 street lighting 
columns. 


Six of these would be in the tennis courts 
and six others would illuminate the King 
George Pavilion car park. 

There would be seven columns on the 
farm car park and the remaining ones would 
be in the venue’s main drive. 

The lights would be on from the early 
evening until 10pm, although this could be 
extended on special occasions such as over 
Christmas. 

A report submitted to Sandwell Council in 
support of the application confirmed the 
lights would enable the park farm and 


tennis court facilities to be open until 10pm. 

The report said: “The new lighting 
columns would illuminate the main drive, 
car parks and tennis courts within the 
Sandwell Valley. 

“Lighting the main drive and car parks 
will improve visibility for both drivers and 
pedestrians. 

“It will also improve the perception of 
safety for users. 

“Lighting the tennis courts will allow this 
facility to be hired out through the winter.” 

The columns would be 26ft high. For the 


main drive, the lanterns would be in a Victo- 
rian-style to match existing lighting 
columns that are already in place adjacent to 
the farm. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices, said: “A planning application has been 
made to extend the current lighting infra¬ 
structure at Sandwell Valley, to incorporate 
the newly-refurbished tennis courts, car 
parking and main drive.” 


Gang jailed after death 
of ambushed lorry driver 


MEMBERS of a callous gang have 
been jailed following the robbery 
of a Polish lorry driver who died of 
a heart attack after being 
ambushed. 

Bogdan Bartczak’s dead body was 
dragged on to park land off Vale Road in 
Dudley when he collapsed while his lorry 
was being robbed. 

The men targeted Mr Bartczak’s HGV 
because it contained 227 TVs worth 
£250,000, Birmingham Crown Court heard. 

Father-of-one Mr Bartczak, 57, who suf¬ 
fered from a heart condition, died. He was 
discovered the day after the robbery, seven 
miles from his lorry which was abandoned 
on the Vectra industrial estate in Whites 
Road, West Bromwich. 

Judge Michael Cromwell said Mr 
Bartczak was “disposed of as if he was a 
worthless piece of roadkill”. 

Nine men were jailed for a total of more 
than 45 years in connection with the crime 
and other lorry robberies. 

Organised 

Police today said they had smashed an 
“incredibly organised” crime ring. 

Mystery still surrounds the circum¬ 
stances of Mr Bartczak’s death and how he 
ended up in Dudley. The gang members 
have kept silent. 

Some of the men had faced kidnap 
charges but these were dropped due to a lack 
of evidence. Seven were sentenced for their 
part in the robbery, while another two faced 
charges relating to other incidents. 

More than 50 gas canisters worth £65,000 
were also stolen by three of the gang during 
a burglary at Air Liquide in Oldbury on 
October 31 just hours before Mr Bartczak 
was targeted. And thousands of pounds 
worth of stolen chewing gum and shoes 
taken during robberies from lorries in Berk¬ 
shire and Bromsgrove were later discovered 
at the properties of five of the men. The 
defendants all said Mr Bartczak’s death was 
“unintended”.

INDEPENDENT businesses will 
be able to trade on every street in 
Sandwell under council plans to 
cut red tape. 

Council bosses will consider whether to 
make every road a “consent street” from 
April 1. 

A consent street means traders apply to the 
council wherever they want to set up shop in 
the borough and subsequently ask for a 
licence from the authority. Bosses will 
decide on the move on February 13. 

Advantages of the scheme include reduc¬ 
ing red tape for traders, and creating a 
clearer system to monitor new businesses to 
avoid rogue traders. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said: 
“The idea of making streets in Sandwell 
consent streets is to help streamline the 
process for finding new sites for street 
traders. 

“This will reduce bureaucracy and, there¬ 
fore, cost, but will maintain the council’s 
ability to control traders. 

“Where suitable sites and traders can be 
found, the process to get them up and 
running would be much quicker.” 

Councillor Rowley added: “This is also in 
line with the national review which called 
for councils to open up high streets to more 
street trading.” 

Retail expert Mary Portas warned last 
month many of the UK’s high streets may be 
lost unless shops and councils work together 
to regenerate them. Her 28 recommenda¬ 
tions to the Government to boost flagging 
shopping prospects included relaxing red 
tape for traders, and relaxing licensing rules 
for markets.

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Fountain to get

The days when Bert shone 
light on Hippodrome start 


BERT Walker put Holly¬ 
wood stars, quite literally, in 
the spotlight when they 
graced the stage of one of 
the Midland’s most popular 
theatres. 

The Black Country lad rubbed 
shoulders with some of the greats 
from the world of entertainment 
when he worked at Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome. Bert was just a teenager 
when he landed his much-loved job 
as a lighting technician. 

And now, following his death at 
the age of 81, his sister Veronica has 
opened up his treasured photograph 
album which reveal his collection of 
memories from the world of 
showbiz. 

Personalised signed photographs 
and beloved pictures taken by his 
colleagues feature in the album, 
which Bert handed over to his sister 
before he died last month. 

“He never forgot his time at the 
Dudley Hippodrome as he’d 
absolutely loved his life there,” says 
the grandmother-of-one who lives in 



Bearwood. Bert grew up on Dudley’s 
Wrens Nest estate, attending Wrens 
Nest Primary School and the former 
Park School. 

The Hippodrome opened on 
December 19, 1938, as a twice- 
nightly theatre. It regularly 
attracted packed houses for plays, 
variety shows, musicals and pantos 
starring such acts as Harry Secombe 
and The Eric Winstone Band. 

In 1945, when he was still a 
teenager, Bert started work in the 
theatre’s ‘spotbox’. The role 
involved managing the spotlight as 
it followed performers on stage. 

For starstruck Bert, each show 
brought another celebrity per¬ 
former to the theatre during its 
1940s heyday. 

One show he would be working for 
legendary comedian Bob Hope, next 
it would be lighting the piano for 


Chico Marx. Judy Garland had been 
one of his favourites despite her 
young age, describing her as “a 
sweet kid”. 

Singer Tessie O’Shea was also one 
of his highlights as was Bing Crosby, 
who had been “very friendly” to all 
the staff. Dozens of signed photo¬ 
graphs were collected by Bert as 
stars thanked him for his work on 
their shows. 

By 1949 Bert had begun dreaming 
of the bright lights of Hollywood 
lighting stage shows and motion pic¬ 
tures. He moved to America in 1952 
but after he married he gave up on 
those dreams. 

The writing was on the wall for 
the Dudley Hippodrome not long 
after.

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Firm gives backing to plan 
for £lOm technical college 


A SMETHWICK firm is working on 
plans for a £1 Omillion college special¬ 
ising in engineering and manufactur¬ 
ing in the Black Country. 

A University Technical College (UTC) could 
open in the heart of Dudley as early as 2014 if a 
bid for Government funding is successful. 

It would be built on land off Priory Road, cater 
for up to 600 students aged 14 to 19 and employ 
50 staff. 

Dudley College is working with Aston Univer¬ 
sity and two Black Country firms - Smethwick- 
based The Hadley Group and the Thomas Dudley 


Group. A bid for cash for the project has been sub¬ 
mitted to the Department of Education and a 
decision will be made by Easter. 

Officials say the Aston University Technical 
College Dudley would provide pupils with the 
skills necessary for a career in product design and 
manufacturing. Students would have real indus¬ 
try challenges and regular experience of work to 
give them practical experience. 

Principal of Dudley College, Lowell Williams 
said: “This is a fantastic opportunity for Dudley 
“If we’re successful our new UTC will focus 
young people on science, technology, engineering 
and maths, and enterprise skills. 


“Aston University’s technological expertise 
and specialist research will be used in the devel¬ 
opment and delivery of the curriculum.” 

Professor Julia King, vice-chancellor of Aston 
University, said: “I believe it will have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on raising the aspirations of young 
people in the region.” 

Alongside vocational qualifications, students 
would take GCSE or A-level courses, and work 
placements would be provided by The Hadley 
Group and The Thomas Dudley Group, who 
would also run master classes. The plans follow 
the opening of the Black Country University 
Technical College in Bloxwich in September. 


Centro boss dismisses 
fears of parking charges 


FEARS that parking charges could be intro¬ 
duced at Wednesbury Parkway park and 
ride car park have been allayed by Centro. 

There were concerns that fees could be in 
the pipeline after a survey was carried out, 
asking motorists how they would feel about 
having to pay to park their cars. 

But now Centro media manager Steve 
Swingler has said: “There are no proposals 
to introduce a charge at our park and ride 
sites. 

“We have simply been conducting passen¬ 
ger satisfaction surveys about our station 
assets.” 

Mr Swingler explained that the survey 
asked for people’s opinions on safety and 
security, cleanliness and maintenance. 

He added: “These surveys also provide us 


with crucial information about how people 
use car parks at stations, and which ones 
may benefit from having more free parking 
spaces.” 

Mr Swingler added: “We believe that free 
parking helps attract more people on to local 
trains and trams.” 

That switch to public transport and away 
from private cars was cutting the traffic con¬ 
gestion which was costing the West Mid¬ 
lands economy more than £2.3 billion a year, 
he said. 

Centro is currently considering a £1.2 
million extension of the Wednesbury 
Parkway Midland Metro stop, which would 
add 128 spaces on top of the 142 already in 
place.

TWO DRUG addicts who robbed a 
vulnerable 81-year-old woman as 
she walked along a Stourbridge 
street have been locked up. 

The woman was in The Broadway when 
Dean Huxley and Tara North approached 
her , Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The pensioner was pushed off balance as 
her purse containing just £5 and some 
change was snatched. Just weeks later, 
Huxley stole a purse from an 85-year old- 
woman in Union Street, Stourbridge. 

The court heard he laughed as he ran 
away but the woman called for help and a 
passing runner chased after 37-year-old 
Huxley and held him until police arrived. 

Judge Martin Walsh branded the crimes 
“utterly mean and despicable. 

Afraid 

In a victim impact statement, the 81-year- 
old said she felt utterly distressed after the 
purse snatch, her confiednce had suffered 
and she was now afraid to leave her home. 

Huxley, of New Street, Dudley, admitted 
robbery and theft and was jailed for three 
years. North, 20 of Stickley Lane, Lower 
Gornal, pleaded guilty to robbery and was 
given two years in custody. 

The offences were carried out to fuel their 
drug addiction and the two women were 
seen as “easy victims”, Judge Walsh said. 

Mr David Lees, prosecuting, said North 
had 47 previous offences and Huxley 39. 

Miss Samantha Powis, defending North, 
said she needed help to deal with her drug 
problem. Mr Malcolm Fowler, for Huxley, 
said he had been “desperate” for drugs.

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Judge moved by words of 
burglary victim's widow 



A JUDGE said he was nearly 
moved to tears by the statement 
of a widow whose husband died 
after he was attacked by a neigh¬ 
bour 25 years his junor. 

Burglar Gordon Whitehouse punched his 
elderly neighbour in the face as he burst into 
his home. He has been sentened to nine 
years in jail. 

Whitehouse, aged 46, entered 71-year-old 
David Peniket’s West Bromwich home in 
May last year. Mr Peniket died shortly after¬ 
wards from a heart attack. 

Whitehouse, who lived in the same street, 
Bedford Road, targeted Mr Peniket and his 
wife Marcia, because they were elderly 

Mrs Peniket told the court the raider, 
armed with an imitation firearm, forced his 
way in and knocked them both to the floor. 

In a recorded interview shown to the jury, 
the 75-year-old said: “The bell went and the 
dog started barking. David went to open the 
door. I told him to be careful. He had his foot 
by the door but the man pushed it open. I 
came out to see what happened and he 
knocked us both on the floor.” 

She said her husband’s glasses were 
knocked off and she was held on the ground. 

The jury was told Mr Peniket had a pre¬ 
existing heart condition and could have died 
at any time. Whitehouse was guilty of 
aggravated burglary and possession of an 
imitation firearm. 

Judge Justice Alistair Macduff told 
Whitehouse that it was a “wicked offence”, 
adding; “The victim impact statement I 
have read almost moves me to tears.”

THE number of applications for 
courses at Sandwell College 
soared by 70 per cent last month 
compared with the same time last 
year. 

Staff have been so inundated with appli¬ 
cations for courses starting in September 
2012 that they had to suspend an advice 
service in January to process the backlog. 

The college will move into its impressive 
new £77 million building - dubbed The Big 
Dipper due to its curved design - in Spon 
Lane, West Bromwich, within weeks. 

It has seen about 2,000 applications for 
courses come in during January, with 
almost half of them arriving in one week. 

The figure dwarfs the total number of 
applications submitted in January 2011 and 
delighted bosses are putting the rise down 
to the impending opening of the building 
and new sixth form, which will allow the 
college to provide AS and A-level courses. 

College spokesman Stephen Clarke said: 
“We are very pleased with the number and 
the standard of applications that have come 
in. Every single course in the college has 
seen an increase in applications. 

“Staff on our advice and guidance team 
had to dedicate two full days simply to log 
the applications that were being received.” 

Mr Clarke said that potential students 
should get their applications in early as 
there is a risk some subjects will have their 
capacity capped before the end of the aca¬ 
demic year.

C OMMONLY known as 
lilyturf, the striking 
perennial black lily grass 
(ophiopogon planiscapus 
‘Nigrescens’) which originates 
from Japan, looks brilliant 
framing the front of a border 
with its curved, strap-shaped 
purplish-black leaves, growing 
to around 35cm (14in) long. 

It can also look effective in 
clumps in rockeries, alongside 
yellow or acid foliage. The purplish 
white summer flowers are followed 


long grass 

by fleshy blue-black berries. Grow 
it in full sun to maintain its colour. 

It contrasts well with vivid green 
shrubs or acts as an effective 
ground cover combination set 
against gold variegated 
Hakonechloa macra. 

In contemporary gardens, put 
two or three plants in a metal or 
granite pot for a more modern 
effect. Older leaves may go brown 
in winter, but these can be 
removed individually. Plants can 
be divided in late winter and early 
spring. 



Beans broaden your horizons 


TENDER young broad beans 
may not be as popular as French 
or runner, but they are packed 
with protein and highly versa¬ 
tile, ideal for eating hot or cold 
and they also freeze well. 

Sow the seeds in November in 
small pots or cell trays in an 
unheated greenhouse or cold frame 
and stand them in a protected spot 
outdoors in late January or Febru¬ 
ary, bringing them in at night if 
frost is forecast. 

Plant them out when the soil 
starts to warm up in early March in 
well drained, not too acidic soil, 


which has been enriched with 
compost or manure a month before 
planting. 

Alternatively, sow any variety in 
a greenhouse in early spring and 
plant out when the seedlings are 
around 10cm high, spacing plants 
around 20cm apart in double rows. 

Early sowings will produce a good 
crop of beans in early summer. 
They should be harvested when 
they are just showing through the 
pods. Good varieties include 
‘Meteor’, which produces an early 
crop from an early spring sowing, 
while ‘Red Epicure’ has reddish- 
brown beans with a superb flavour.

Swift and 
sure from 
Suzuki’s 
style team 


Suzuki’s swiftest Swift proved a big hit with 
youngish owners looking for an affordable (to 
buy and insure) warm hatch. 

So little wonder the new Sport model, on sale in 
January, is more a step forward than a leap into the auto¬ 
motive unknown, with more of what’s good and a bit less 
of what isn’t. 

In the good column are power and economy, both 
boosted by a gentle reworking of the existing engine (now 
134bhp from its 1.6-litre petrol engine) and the addition of 
a sixth gear to make long motorway drags a bit less of a . 


. . drag. 

There’s also been a bit 
more space added to the 
length of the new Swift 
Sport for a slightly roomier 
interior (still only a four¬ 
seater, though) and the 
addition of cruise control 
and keyless entry - leave 
the key in your pocket and 
the car still knows you’re 
about. 

Like the old car, metallic 
paint is standard at no 
extra cost (tell that to 
Audi!). 

So to the not so good; this 
welcome tinkering with an 
already successful formula 
has brought a price 
increase that’s rather more 
than a gentle uplift. 

The old Sport cost 
£12,995 (they’re all sold, by 
the way), so the predicted 
£14,500 of the new model 
looks as though the Suzuki 
price setters knew they had 
an in-demand model on 
their hands and priced it 
accordingly. 

Bolder 

It’s still not overpriced, 
though, when you consider 
the reworking you’ll find in 
the little hatchback, 
designed in Japan, tested 
on some awkward York¬ 
shire roads as part of its 
European acclimatisation 
and built in Hungary in a 
plant that’s this summer 
built its two-millionth 
vehicle. 

The last Sport model was 
hard to pick out from its 
cheaper, slower siblings. 
The newcomer is less shy 
about boasting of its sport¬ 
ing prowess, with a bolder 
front grille, finned fog lamp 
housings, side body mould¬ 
ings and a spoiler above 
rear window. 

Multi-spoked alloy wheels 
fill the wheel arches in mus¬ 
cular fashion. 

Inside, the changes from 
non-Sport versions is 
subtle, with more firmly 
bolstered front seats about 
the only obvious change. 
Not that there’s much 
wrong with the cabin 
anyway, with room in the 
rear for two adults and a 
dashboard that’s simple (a 
good thing) and easy to 
read. 



In slightly pearly white 
paint the Swift Sport looks 
every centimetre the sporty 
hatch it’s intended to be, 
with blacked out rear-side 
windows adding a touch of 
Mafia menace. It looks per¬ 
fectly pitched at the early- 
30s and mostly male buyers 
who Suzuki thinks will fall 
for the car. 

They’ll appreciate the car 
Suzuki’s engineers have 
taken over, making it feel 
sporty on the road, with a 
lot of work to make the sus¬ 
pension and steering feel 
sharper without turning 
the car into a racetrack 
refugee. 

Like other sporty 
numbers from Japan (think 
Honda in particular) the 
Swift Sport’s engine needs 
to be worked hard for 
maximum attack. 

Rewards 

Indeed, change gear at 
what sounds the right time 
and you’ll miss its verve.

It may be small but 
there’s a proper bigger car 
feel to the whole machine, a 
sure sign that painstaking 
development has followed 
every change. 

That augurs well for a 
long-term relationship with 
a car that will bring a smile 
to many a young man’s face.

Same again as Baggies 
serve up repeat show 


SAME venue, same clubs - and same depressing ending as Albion 
bowed out of the FA Cup in similar fashion to their recent Premier 
League defeat against the same opponents. 

For paying spectators at The Hawthorns, Saturday’s FA Cup show felt curiously like a 
low-budget remake of a movie that really was not very good first time round. 

Many of the leading players took the afternoon off with their lesser-known understudies 
taking to the stage, writes Steve Madeley. 

Yet aside from one or two minor adjustments, the script was identical to the one that 
Albion and Norwich had acted out on the same turf exactly two weeks earlier.

The FA Cup element of 
‘Throstles versus Canaries’ 
was a poor man’s version of 
the Premier League origi¬ 
nal, with the same contrast¬ 
ing emotional outcomes for 
the rival sets of supporters. 

Just as they had a fort¬ 
night earlier, Albion had 
most of the play. 

And like they did on 
January 14, they handed 
victory to the Norfolk side 
through basic defensive 
errors that must have left 
boss Roy Hodgson looking 
for the nearest wall on which 
to whack his head. 

Crucial 

Canaries fans left the 
West Midlands jubilant for 
the second time in 14 days 
while Baggies supporters 
were left lamenting a oppor¬ 
tunity squandered. 

Last time it was three 
potentially crucial Premier 
League points that slipped 
through their grasp.

Victory on home soil 
would have given the

Instead an eighth defeat 
in 13 home matches cranked 
up the pressure ahead of the 
visit, which comes three 
days after Wednesday’s 
tricky trip to Fulham. 

A pleasing haul of points 
from those two important 
league fixtures will banish 
memories of Saturday’s dis¬ 
appointment and justify 
Hodgson’s decision to leave 
several of his ‘big-hitters’ on 
the substitutes’ bench when 
supporters had ambitions to 
see them move within a 
couple of wins of Wembley. 

Saturday’s line-up saw 
Gareth McAuley, Jonas 
Olsson, Nicky Shorey, Peter 
Odemwingie and Shane 
Long either on the bench or 
in the stands. 

Their absence did not 
prevent a second-string 
Baggies outfit from holding 
sway in the game, especially 
in a first half.

“I was told that they wanted to loan me 
out and I basically went and tried to enjoy 
my football again after having a frustrat¬ 
ing season with injuries and illness.
